down as a Fundamental Maxim, That Great- 
Britain can fecure and propagate the True Reformed 
Church by no wifer and fafer Meafures, than by pre- 
ferving the Rights and keeping up the External Honours 
of the Charch of England athome ; and by fupporting, 
with its Friendfhip and good Offices, the Reform'd 
Churches abroad, according to their firff Model ; till a 
favourable Opportunity can be had for age thofe 
Corruptions under which their Bef Profeffors aflure us, 
They om long Laboured; and for seftoring them to 
the Perfection of Primitive Chrifianity, and Forming 
them into one Grand Alliance of Religion, or Proteftant 
Union ; a Work ftill wanting to render us compleatly 
Happy, and which fcems Referv'd for Thofe who now 
Prelide in our National Councils, as the only Glorious 
Infruments, under God, able to accomplith it. 

The Whigs, as if the Name of -Prote/fant were of no 
further Ufe to them than as it ferv'd for a Party-Word, 
neglected and difcountenanc'd the Church of England, 
which, both by Reafon and Experience, appear’d to be 
the Stronge#t, and at one Time, the Only Bawip againft - 
Popery. "When they undertook to Treat for Her with 
thofe Sefls and Schifys, which, whilft the flept, had 
fowed Tares in great plenty, and by taking advantage 
of fome Political Incidents, and waving the mutual 
Enmity and Oppofition that,was between their own par- 
ticular Schemes, had now mufter’d together a confide- 
rable Force, and were become Formidable, or at leaft 
Reprefented as fuch; by thofe, who made ufe of their 
Numbers and Interefts in every Political Undertaking, 
they did not ufe her as a Superior to the Tolerated Sects 
that were under her, nor Regard her fo much as their 
Equal; but inftead of bringing them into Her Bofom, as 
they had all along promis'd when a pretended Moderation 
was the Vertue in fathion, they try’d to melt downall Her 
Do&trines and Difcipline into their Plan ; and fhe muft 
part with every thing, whilft they were Supported and 
Encouraged in all their Extravagances. No Check, no 
Reftraint was though advifeable, for fear of Difgufting 
Tender Confciences. The Sccinians and Deiffs were of 
more Value, than either a Saviour or a Providence ; 
and even the Free-Thinkers became the Objects, firft of 
theirCharity, andthen of their Favour ; and the Church 
was taught to be Civil towards thofe who believed no 

Thus the Prete/tant Religion was to be fecur’d by 
4 General Comprebenjion of all Parties, who embrac’d ' 
the grand Negative Article, and could fay they were Vo 
Papits, without any further Enquiry, whether they 
were of any Religion at all. Thus Right and Wrong, 
light and Darknefs, were to live together like good 
Neighbours ; and all the old Differences between Good 
and Evil were fairly and amicably adjufted. With what 
colour of Common Senfe, could this Scheme be call’d 
Securing the Proteftant Interef, when Nine Partsin Ten of 
fuch a Morley Churcleftood condemn’d by the unanimous 
Voice of the Three Fir Centurtes, and by that Apo/fo- 


| ical Primirive Chrifiantty, in conformity with which 


every Reformation ought to be Regulated, and whence 
every true Proses:ant Church derives her Orders, Creeds, 
and Szcraments, and by that Only Rule, as the beft Ex- 
Politor of Huly Scripure, ‘jufifies her Separation from 


and Languages; inftead of a Prote/fant Church, we 
had been made a Colony of Hereticks, an Afjlum and 
Refuge, a Sink and Canal for the Outcajfs of every 
Church, where Ecclefiaftical Difcipline was in any 
Degree re up and executed. Such a Religious 
Chaos and Fardle of Difcord, if it can deferve the 
Name of a Church, would have prov’d not very Stable 
and Durable. Could the God of Unity be fuppos’d 
to take care of it, yet even Miracles, in that State, 
muft be thought unable to fave it, whilft it was Com- 
pounded of all thofe contrary Qualities, which are 
the Symptoms of a Diffolution, the Seeds and Elements 
of Mortality. Thefe Divifions were a rich Harveft for 
the Fefuits to work in: They formerly had fuch another 
Opportunity, and to our Coft, we found they improv’d 
it all they could in favour of the Romifh Superftitions. 
Had this Grand Dance went on, they would have made 
an eafie Prey of a Diftrasted Kingdom ; and when all 
our Regular Forces were broken, difpers’d, and engag’d 
againft each other, what remain’d for them but to 
come over with the firft fair Wind and take Pofleffion 
left Fudatfm or Mahometi{m thould perhaps get the ftart, 
= ftep . - ao before them. , 
ur Bleffed Managers enlarged their Views of 
rious Mifchief, and snirfiocd the Proteffant Relicon ince 
Foreign Countries, with the fame tender Care with 
which they had treated her at home : A Care, as tender 
as is that of a Nurfe, who hugs the Child fo very clofe 
till at laft the Overlays it. The Time had been when 
the Reformed, of other Nations look’d on the Church of 
England, as their Head and Leader in the Protgfant 
Caufe: Théy own’d her Perfeétions and ptimitive Pu- 
rity ; and where they were obliged to differ from Her 
they bewailed their Misfortune, becaufe they could not 
come up to her Standard, and charged thofe Deteéts 
cither upon the Awe of a Temporal Power, or the 
Wayward Difpofition of sheir People. But when our 
new Lay-Fiders had ufurp’d the Chair, they foon un- 
deceiv'd their Foreign Correfpondents, and gave them a 
quite different Account of ‘our Church: They let them 
know, that the Defe‘ts they complain’d of were real 
Beauties, and that our Church, inftead of being as Pure 
as they had reprefented her, fhould apply to them for a 
further Reformation. Accordingly whatever Tracts had 
been Publifh’d beyond Sea againft her Doétrines and 
Worthip, were Reprinted here, and ufher’d into Vogue 
with pompous Accounts of the Learning and Piety of 
the Authors, which every ordinary Reader, who was 
not prejudiced before-hand, could readily difprove by 
~ ing the doughty Performance. The Oppugners of 
velefnfical Difcipline, where-ever difpers'd in remote 
Parts, and the Rene ados of the feveral National Churches 
in Europe, were Sheltered and Supported by their Bre- 
thren of Great Britain: whilft the excellent Apologies 
for our Religion, writen by thofe of theClergy, who 
are the Ornaments of it, were thrown by, to make wa 
for the filly Projects of Foreign Profej ors, who had 
their Pupils here among us, m2 to fwallow whatever _ 
infipid Diet they fet before them. The Reformed of the 
North, where Epifcopacy wag maintain’d in any tolerable 
degree of J.uftre, were left out of the Protefant Lif 
and not only flighted and diftegarded, but Traduc’d and 
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Vilify'd in Foolith Libels and Pamphlets, as Popifbly af- 
feed, and ers of Spiritual Tyranny. All the

prefent State, Calvin himfelf would have difown’d the 
one, and Beza been afhamed of the other.
